Dewey Sweeps 
Badger Primoiy 
For Delegates; 
Willkie Is 4th 


Milwaukee, April 5 (AP) — Gov. 


Thomas E. Dewey ran far ahead to- 
day in mounting returns from Wis- 
consin's presidential primary, with 
Lt. Commander Harold E. Stassen, 
General Douglas A. MacArthur and 
Wendell L. Willkie trailing in the 
order named. 


Indications with less than one- 


third of the total Wisconsin vote 
yet to be tabulated 
were that 


Dewey's triumph might be over- 
whelming. 


Twenty-four delegates to the Re- 


publican national convention were 
elected. Here's how the four presi- 
dential prospects stood in number 
of victorious or apparently-victori- 
ous delegate candidates in returns 
from 2,229 of the state's 3,076 pre- 
cincts: 


Dewey, 14, with three others pos- 


sible: Stassen, 4; MacArthur, 3, and 
Willkie, none. 


Incomplete but representative re- 


turns from each of the 10 congres- 
sional districts showed all Willkie 
men running far behind, with vir- 
tually no chance of winning a single 
contest. — 
— 


Wisconsin elected 24 delegates to 


the Republican national convention, 
including four representing the state 
at large. 
Each congressional dis- 


trict elected two. 


Far in Front 


In a four-way race, the three 


Dewey candidates for delegate-at- 
large were far out in front, while 11 
others held leads in the districts. 


Should this trend hold in final 


returns. Dewey could emerge with 
14 definitely pledged to him and 
three others, who ran uninstructed 
but are known to favor his nomi- 
nation. 


Two candidates pledged to Lt. 


Commander Stasseri held wide leads 
in the sixth districU-where Willkie 
furnished the only opposition—and 
two others were leading in the third 
and tenth. 


Two MacArthur-pledged candi- 


dates had leads in the first and 
eighth. In addition, a MacArthur 
man was out in front by a com- 
fortable margin for the fourth spot 
in the delegate-at-large contest.

Rep. Howard J. McMurray and 


five other delegate-at-large candi- 
dates pledged to President Roose- 
velt, apparently won the six demo- 
cratic places. Whereas the repub- 
licans have 24 delegates, four rep- 
resenting the state at large, the 
democrats have 26. the extra two 
having been awarded by the party's 
national committee as a "bonus" 
after its 25.600-vote plurality for 
Roosevelt over Willkie four years 
ago. 


Wisconsin 
delegates, 
though 


pledged, are not legally bound to 
vote for their man in the conven- 
tion, even on the first ballot. 


Willkie's poor showing was the big 


surprise. He had campaigned the 
state for 13 days, speaking in 25 
cities, in a drive to erase~~the op- 
position he knew existed. He made 
the issue clear, declaring the result 
in Liberal Wisconsin 
well might 


point the convention's course. 


Willkie had the only full ticket of 


24 running pledged to him. Dew- 
ey's supporters were handicapped 
not only by the New Yorker's refusal 
to declare himself a candidate but 
also by his eleventh-hour request 
that their candidates refrain from 
filing in his name. As a result nine 
of the 24 either failed to file nomi- 
nation papers or withdrew. 


15 Ignore Request 


The remaining 15 chose to disre- 


gard the New York governor's re- 
quest, declaring that while he had 
expressed strong disapproval of their 
action he had not stated he would 
refuse nomination. In addition to 
these 15, four others who favored 
Dewey ran uninstructed. 


Lt. Commander Stassen had 19 


delegate candidates running pledged 
to him, and MacArthur 22. 


The Dewey group carried on a 


quiet campaign, relying to a large 
extent on the popularity which gave 
the New Yorker the entire delega- 
tion four years ago.

The former owner is notified by the 
sheriff to vacate and the mortgage 
holder, takes possession. 


Under the law, the mortgage 


holder is required to pay his bid 
price to the sheriff within 10 days 
and lift the deed which the sheriff's 
office prepares. The mortgage hold- 
ers in question, Kane said, piad only 
the sheriff's costs, took over the 
properties and started collecting 
rents, never bothering to lift the 
deeds. No taxes were paid, nor was 
the amount bid.

The weak- 
ness is that fans don't like absentee 
ownership, especially if the owner 
clubs grab off a few good players in 
the middle of a hot pennant race. 

The strength lies in providing 
efficient, management and absorb- 
ing the inevitable losses. ... As one 
farm advocate "put it: "Baseball is 
a specialized business and you can't 
expect a small town baker or hard- 
ware man to know how to run a 
ball club. If those fellows have a 
few bad seasons, they just quit and 
no other club can start up in that 
territory until all obligations are 
paid off." . . .

April 15 has been set as the dead-

"Corn Borer Week"

Burying corn

ground will smother the live borers 
before they pupate and moths come 
out to lay eggs when the corn 
plants are well above ground. It is 
very difficult to control borers once 
the eggs are laid and young borers 
appear. Some extra work now will 
pay dividends this summer. Farm ­ 
ers and victory gardeners should 
rake and bum all plant refuse re­ 
maining on their plots by mid- 
April.” 
Two Generations 
The highest percentage of borer 
infestation was found last year by 
the department in Bucks county 
where 94.5 of each IOO field corn 
stalks examined contained borers 
of the double brood variety, or 
where two generations of the pests 
appear during each growing season. 
Montgomery county had 92.4 Tier 
cent infestation, and other counties 
as follows: 
Lancaster, 90.6 per cent; Dela­ 
ware. 89.5; Chester, 81.7; Northamp­ 
ton. 75.6; Berks, 63.8; Lehigh, 546; 
York, 40.4; Lebanon, 35,3; Dauphin, 
32.5; Luzerne, 22.3; Perry, 19.8; Ad­ 
ams, 19.1; Cumberland, 18.7; Juni­ 
ata. 9.8; Lycoming and Union, 7.5 
each, and Franklin, 6.3 per cent. 
All these counties are in the south­ 
eastern area infested by the double 
brood borer. 


Farmers Increase

age 4 per cent over plantings last 
year, plant 5 per cent more acres 
in oats, and jump their soybean 
J acreage by IO per cent over 1943.

plantings in 1943; cut the barley 
acreage by 28 lier cent; plant 4 per 
cent fewer acres in tobacco, and 
carry 2 per cent less acreage in 
tame hay. No report was made on 
buckwheat. 
No change in spring 
wheat planting is indicated. 
A re­ 
port last fall showed winter wheat 
plantings were 20 per cent higher 
than the year previous, and rye 5 
per cent higher.

Michaux Forests Are Furnishing Millions Of Feet Of Lumber-For War Uses 


8 SAW MILLS AT 
WORK; FIRE LOSS 
SERIOUS YEARLY 


The Michaux forests, lying atop 


South Mountains in Adams and 
Franklin counties, have joined the 
classification of "war industries." 


A quarter of a million board feet 


of lumber were removed from these 
forests to be shipped to war centers 
during February alone and the 
amount cut in March, although not 
yet tabulated, is expected to be as 
high or higher, Thomas NorrK dis- 
trict forester at Caledonia, report- 
ed today in urging everyone to be 
doubly careful this year that no 
fires start In the mountains in the 
western part of the country. 


Forest fires have already caused 


a loss of $42.000 worth of lumber 
alone each year in the Michaux dis- 
trict, Mr. Norris pointed out. Every 
fire sabotages the war effort by 
using up man hours, destroying 
critical war material and reducing 
the nation's vital natural resources, 
"the forester said, in urging every- 
one, especially fishermen and farm- 
ers, to be particularly careful this 
year in handling fires in the forests. 


There are an average of 26 fires 


a year in Michaux forest, it was 
stated, with at least one of the fires 
started by a fisherman who made a 
fire along a stream and then left 
it before it was out. Two of the fires, 
on an average, are started from the 
campfires of hunters and two are 
caused from brushburning that got 
out of control of farmers. A num- 
ber of small fires are caused an- 
nually by people dropping lighted 
matches or cigars.' 


Many Are Incendiary 


Because most of the fires, except 


those started by hunters and fisher- 
men, are easy to reach they are gen- 
erally put out before any great 
damage is done. Because of the 
lack of manpower, a fire starting 
far back in the mountains where 
it is almost impossible to discover 
it quickly or to extinguish it once 
it has started may lead to discover 
consequences, Mr. Norris said. Not 
only would there be great damage to 


—the-treesr-which are being- used-atr 


the rate, of 250.000 board feet a 
month for war production, but the 
drain on manpower to secure suffi- 
cient help to put out the conflagra- 
tion would add a much greater 
strain on war production. 


"Of the serious fires which have 


burned over thousands of acres of 
Michaux forests—the ones around 
Wenksville, Big Flat and those sec- 
tions which have burned the heart 
out of the moutains—nearly every 
one was of incendiary origin, start- 
ed by someone who deliberately 
wanted to burn the woods," the dis- 
trict forester asserted. 


In Pennsylvania, he pointed out, 


99 percent of the forest fires are 
man-made and 40 percent of them 
are caused by careless smokers. 


Loss Is Heavy 


About ten percent of the fires 


are intentionally set and "unfortun- 
ately those fires do the most dam- 
age," Mr. Norris said. The delib- 
erately set are for the most part 
those that started out "lawfully" for 
the purpose of clearing plowed land, 
burning off, logging slash and brush 
or other debris. When such fires get 
out of control because of careless- 
ness, or ignorance or willingness to 
"take a chance," they constitute a 
problem for the forest service. The 
second class, which are fewer, but do 
the most damage, are those set by 
incendiaries or fire bugs. 


While no accurate estimate can be 


made of the amount of damage 
done by fires in the South Moun- 
tains of Adams county, some esti- 
mate can be gained from the fact 
that 6,000.000 board feet of lumber 
can be cut from the Michaux forests 
each year by merely removing the 
"mature trees" which will in due 
course rot and fall if they are not 
cut. 
If the area which has been 


destroyed by fire were producing at 
the rate of the forests that are left 
an additional 6.000.000 board feet 
could be cut each year without af- 
fecting the growth of the forests. 
At the rate of $7 a thousand board 
feet that would amount to $42,000 
a year, it was pointed out.

Pennsylvania Hens 


Set New Records 


Pennsylvania 
chickens are still 


breaking wartime and all other 
records in laying eggs| The month 
of February was taken in stride by 
the 18.868,000 laying hens and pul- 
lets with production of 260 million 
eggs, the highest February total on 
record with the Federal - State Crop 
Reporting Service in the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The achievement was 11 per cent 


above the February 1943 total of 234 
million eggs. 


hi the Michaux woods at present, 
four are operated by the Good lum- 
ber company of Quincy; two by 
Charles Taylor of Bendersville and 
one each by E. F. Hockey and Son, 
Gardners, and 
L. L. Diamond, 


Chambersburg. During February the 
companies took 250.000 board feet 
of lumber off the mountains, cutting 
only "mature" or "over mature" 
trees. 


There are an estimated 15 million 


board feet of lumber in mature and 
over mature trees standing in the 
forests which have-not been-heavily 
cut for years. Three million board 
feet were removed last year, and 
two-thirds of the 15 million board 
feet of over-mature lumber has been 
cut so far. as the lumber companies 
"farm" the forests for food for the 
nation's needs. 


Some of the lumber is going to 


build the new Knouse processing 
plants at Peach Glen. Other lumber 
is being made into crates at Letter- 
kenny ordnance depot. 


Safety Rules 


Some is going to Chambersburg 


and Waynesboro war plants for 
crating and use in war needed arti- 
cles and other lumber is going to 
York and other war plants. 


Every resident of Adams county 


and Pennsylvania is able to help, 
from time to time in the struggle 
to save the forests, Mr. Norris said. 
Important things for everyone to 
remember were listed as; "Being 
careful with matches, and with 
cigarettes, pipe ashes and campfires; 
to help prevent incendiaries from 
starting forest fires; to put out 
small forest fires that he may dis- 
cover along the- roadside or on his 
own property; to report all forest 
fires to the nearest ranger or fire 
warden. 


"Specifically, smokers should ob- 


serve "no smoking" rules in forest, 
brush and grass areas that are 
closed to smoking; when they have 
to smoke, stop^to do so in places 
that are cleared of dry-or inflam- 
mable material; make sure that 
every match is entirely extinguish- 
ed before it is thrown away; crush 
out cigarette stubs and pipe ashes, 
being sure they are "cold" before be- 
ing thrown away. 


"It is important that farmers do 


no burning to clear crop land with- 
out scraping a trail or plowing 
around the area for safety; never, 
bum 
without having plenty of 


help on the job; never leave a fire 
unattended and never do any burn- 
ing in unusually hot, dry or windy 
weather." 


ALL-VICTORY 
GARDEN CROPS 


DESIGNATED 


Carrots, beets, tomatoes, onions 


and greens, were designated as 
Adams county's all-Victory crops 
today and recommended to home 
gardeners as "crops which yield the 
most nutritional value for the space 
occupied." 


Green leafy vegetables were given 


a high priority rating by Dr. War- 
re:: B. MacJc, head of the hor'ieu!- 
ture department at the Pennsyl- 
vania State college and executive 
secretary of the state ^Council of 
Defense Victory Garden Commit- 
tee, because of their high content 
of vitamins A, C and B-complex, 
their calcium and their iron, ease 
of culture, wide adaptability, and 
large yield from small space in a 
short time. 


"Only short lengths of salads, 


radishes and greens should be 
planted at one time." he cautioned, 
"because they remain usable dur- 
ing only short periods, and because 
there is no sense in growing so much 
of anything that some will be 
wasted." 


He recommended carrots, beets, 


onions and tomatoes, he said, be- 
cause they remain usable during a 
long^ period or may be stored for 
the winter. Carrots and beets, he 
added, may yield 15 tons to the acre: 
an acre of onions has been known 
to yield as much as 40 tons of food 
as marketed, and an acre of toma- 
toes, 25 tons or more. 


Space, he continued, will largely 


determine the type and number of 
vegetables which will be planted. Tn 
addition to the five all-Victory crops, 
he recommended snap beans, cab- 
bage, turnips, radishes, leaf lettuce 
and green beans, as a good list for 
the small garden.

and which was warmer than most 
winters, allowed the farmers to get 
more work done than is usually the 
case when conditions are such as to 
allow the farmer to obtain all the 
help he may wish. 


The difficulty in labor lies in the 


future, growers say, with no one 
knowing how the help will be ob- 
tained to harvest the large crops of 
fruits and vegetables expected this 
summer and fall. With luck, they 
may get through, most growers and 
farmers say, and continue to make 
plans with the expectation of having 
that luck. 


Fruit Prospects Good 


With the draft situation in re- 


gard to farmers still "up in the air,", 
little advance planning can be done 
along the lines~of what young farm 
labor will be available, the farmers 
say, but again they are planning as 
well as they can to continue as if 


working under normal conditions. 


Fruit trees are well budded and 


prospects, as of today, look for a 
good crop this fall, they report.

grow in size the feeding and water- 
ing equipment must be increased.

berry clubs each boy or girl usually 
sets out 375 plants which require 
one-twentieth of an acre. Last year 
dry weather reduced "yields below 
normal, but even so the production 
averaged 242 quarts to the plot. 


Plants for Garden—If the home 


gardener is not sure that he will be 
able to buy the plants he needs from- 
local supplies, he may grow his own 
supply in a hotbed, in a basement 
window areaway, or in a simple 
greenhouse, say Penn State vegeta- 
ble specialists.

5 (AP)—Strong formations of U. S. 
Hying Portresses and Liberators, in 
their first attack on Bucharest yes- 
terday, caused considerable damage 
to the railway yards through which 
German supplies roll to the Russian 
front and left one third of the 
Rumanian capital covered with a 
heavy cloud of smoke, headquarters 
announced today.
